THE “ NATION” ON WATERED STOCKS. 

| The Nation appears to have discovered an 
immoral tendency in Tun Cuicaco Tarsune’s 
views in reference to squeezing the water out 
Of inflated railroad stocks. It says: 

Under this theory of railroad property, all stock 
which does not represent money actuaMy invested is 
treated as “‘ fictitious,” and all attempts to earn “ivi- 
dends on such stock as attempts at extortion. For 
instance—to put a case of frequent occurrence—s cor- 
poration obtains a charter for a road which it will cost 
$2,000,000 to build. It accordingly borrows the $2,000,000 
on mortgage bonds, and construets the road, while the 
members divide among themselves $2,000,000 of stock 
more, and they work the road so as to make it pay 
interest on the $4,000,000. The farmers now say that 
no road shall be so worked as to pay interest on any- 
thing but the proceeds of the bonds, or, in other words, 
the actual cost of construction and equipment. This, 
stripped of details, is the new plan, as gravely pro- 
pounded in Taz Curcaco 

The Credit Mobilier system of railway con- 
struction could not be stated more fairly, we 
admit. It isstripped of details to the last pin 
feathers. The Wation then goes on to say: 

Now, if anybody will get up and propose a general Rail- 
road act of this nature applicable to all roads hereafter 
to be built, we think we can promise that he will have the

Our under- 
standing. of the law of private corporations 
is precisely the opposite of this, viz.: that ‘rail- 
road eompanies cannot issue either stock or

ceived and invested in their roads and equip- 
‘ments unless expressly suthorized by their 
charters s0 to do. We do not know of any char- 
ters which have authorized the issne of stock in 
excess of the money received and applied for the 
purposes aforesaid. There may be such, but, as

The margin of the importer is thus raised 
above 10 per cent on his investment ; but his in- 
vestment is the entire sum required to purchase, 
and move a ton of iron, and pay duties on it. 
The duty alone, in 1871, the latest year of which 
import statements have yet appeared, was 43 per 
cent of the original cost, the change from gold to 
currency, and the importer’s charge of 10 per 
cent on the entire outlay swelled the increase of 
cost to 58 per cent, and the effect of monopoly 
duties upon the average of prices pushed the 
increased charge still higher in 1872 and in the 
years from 1863 to 1869 inclusive. Thus it 
ia not uncommon to find duty of 40 


per cent so. swelled in its practical effect 


upon prices that it actnally causes an 
increase of 60 or 70 per cent. In such cases, 
it isa very common cheat resorted to by the 
advocates of Protection—and a very shallow one 
—to pretend that the increase in prices cannot 
be thus caused, because it exceeds the apparent 
amount of the duty. | | 

—that the railroads now have to pay over $80 a 
ton for iron, which, for the three years 1859, 
1860, and 1861, under a 24 per cent revenue duty, 
averaged less than $45a ton. One other thing they 
can see—that railroads which charged them lecal 
rates of 2 and 3 cents per ton per mile before the 


War now charge them 4 and 5 cents per ton per 


mile, and yet, as their yearly returns show, do 
tha capital invested and business done as they 
did before. The farmers will not be as slow as 
the Globe to understand thet the increase of rates 
is in very many cases compelled by the increased 
cost of operating railroads.

TI FORT SNELLING CASE. 

The St. Paul Evening Dispatch publishes the 
sequel to an old transaction dating back to the 
time of President Buchanan's Administration, 
when Floyd was Secretary of War, which, if 
properly presented, ie the clearest case of get- 
ting something for nothing that has yet been de- 
veloped. Under the law authorizing the sale of 
forts not required for military purposes, Secreta- 
ry Floyd made a sale of the Fort Snelling Reser- 
vation to Franklin Steele, who was, and 


persons associated with him, The terms of the 
sale to Steele were $30,000. cash and $60,000 in 
two equal payments, without interest, making 
$90,000 in all, though the property was then esti- 
| mated at double this value. Steele himself is said 
to have admitted that he would have given $20,000. 
more than he agreed to pay for it. This reser- 
vation, known as the Minnehaha lands, is, per- 
haps, the handsomest piece of property in the 
United States. It is located in the fork formed 
by the junction of the Mississippi and Minnesota 
Rivers, and it is a perfeet garden-spot. Fort 
Snelling adds largely to the picturesque view of 
the scene, which would be an ornament among 
the ancient beauties of the Rhine. It was the 
dream of the early United States engineers who 
located the fort at this place that the peninsula 
on which it is situated would one day be the site 
of the great city of that region, which has since 
been spread ont between St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis. Though this dream was not realized, the 
land was always certain to have a great value from 
its own natural beauties and its “proximity 
to these two cities. The Steele purchase of over 
6,000 acres of such property as this for $90,000 
was, therefore, a splendid investment under all 


the following winter; Congress set aside the 
sale. In spite of this, Secretary Floyd caused 
the transfer to be made to Mr. Steele, finding, 
as he contended, sufficient authority for it under 
the law. The St. Paul Tvening Dispatch now 
makes the statement that the $60,000 which 
Steele was to have paid the Government within 
two years was never paid. In the meantime the 
United States continued to occupy the fort. Mr. 
Steele, it is now charged, recently brought in a 
bill against the United States for $162,000 rent 


for Fort Snelling since the time of the sale, 


about 15 years, - deducting the $60,000 
which Steels should have paid within 
two years after his purchase. The Dispaich's 
statement is to the effect that Gen. Belknap, 
the present Secretary of War, has allowed and 
paid this claim, and compromised with the Steele 
party by reserving the fort and about 1,000 
acres, transferring 6,300 acres to Steele and his 
partners.

An old story of Henry Clay is revived for the 
purpose of showing the people that they should | 
not defeat all the Congressmen who have been 
implicated in the back-pay swindle of the last 
Congress. Henry Clay was the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in 1816, at the time 
the salaries of Congressmen were raised from 
$8 per diem to, $1,500 a year. The increase 
was made, however, just before an eleo- 
tion, when the people had an opportunity 
of passing upon it, end not, as in 
the late instance, immediately after an election. 
Most of the Congressmen of that time were de- 
feated, but Clay went on the stump and among 
the people, and he inspired his constituents 
with new confidence by promising to vote for 
the repeal. To one of his old friends who re- 
proached him for having voted for the increase, 
he put the case in this way: “ Did you ever 
have a gun that flashed in the pan?” 
“Yes.” “You didn’t throw that gun away, 
did you, on that account?” No.“ Then you 
are not going to throw me over, are you, because 
I have flashed in the pan once?” “No,” was 
the answer, and Clay was re-elected. But he 
voted for the repeal of the bill. We have heard 
of no case in the present controversy which is 
at all comparable to that of Clay. We know of 
none of the guilty parties to the grab who have 
promised to repent. They have all endeavored 
to brazen out their offense, which is much great- 
er in every way than that of 1816, and they must 
be punished . 


There is now an intimation in Massachusetts 
that Gen. Butler will be defeated before the reg- 
ular Republican State Convention, and, in that 
event, will run as an independent candidate for 
Governor. We are not disposed to regard this 
issue as at all likely.
